The ART-13 was 
loaded into a 20 meter phased rhombic 
right out of the ARRL handbook and the 
receiver was a BC-348. This is the setup

QSL card existed. As you can see, | 
used W5GCV (Guam Clyde Victor) as my 
quite illegal call sign on that day.
